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Obama in Berlin renews 
call for nuclear 
disarmament

BERLIN (AFP) - President 
Barack Obama issued a call 
for Russian and US nuclear 
arsenals to be slashed m a 
speech at Berlin's iconic 
Brandenburg Gate on 
Wednesday and warned 
Western governments against 
c amp 1 acency, s ayin g hi story's 
work was not done. 

Obama used the once-di- 
vided city's rebirth as a 
metaphor for progress, as he 
stood on the east side of the 
route of the B erlin Well 

"The wall belongs Id his¬ 
tory But we have history to 
make as well," a sweat- 
streaked Obama said to an in¬ 
vited crowd of 4,500 people 
standing before the majestic 
landmark in sweltering sum¬ 
mer weather 

The US leader called on 
Russia to agree to bring the 
number of strategic nuclear 
weapons held by the former 
Cold War foes down to 
around LOGO and to also cut 
stocks of tactical nuclear 
arms. 

"IVe determined that we 
can ensure the security 1, of 
America and our allies and 
maintain a strong deterrent 
while reducing our strategic 
weapons by up to one-third, 
Obama said. 

"These are steps w r e can 
take tD create a world of 


peace and justice,™ he said, 
seeking to cement nuclear 
arms reductions as a key 
piece of liis legacy. 

It remains unclear whether 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin, with whom Obama 
had a ho sty meeting at the 
GS summit in Northern Ire¬ 
land an Monday, will agree to 
su ch sub stanti al we ap d ns 
cuts. 

Rus si an Deputy Pn m e 
Minister Dmitry Rogozin 
however poured cold water 
on the proposal 

"How can w T e take seri¬ 
ously this idea about cuts 111 
strategic nuclear potential 
while the United States is de¬ 
veloping its potential to inter¬ 
cept tins strategic potential?" 
he said, according Russia's 
Itar-TASS news agency 

A Kremlin spokesman 
said earlier that Russia had 
told the United States it 
wanted other nuclear armed 
states to commit to reduc¬ 
tions. 

Obama sought to conjure 
up the echoes of speeches by 
predecessors John F. 
Kennedy and Ronald Pv.ea- 
g an, tho ugh hi s sp ee ch 1 acke d 
the historic weight and ur¬ 
gency of their Cold War ef¬ 
forts.

He expressed regret that 
ns current visit was so short, 
but he looks forward to re¬ 
turning soon

Nearly 5D years to the day 
after Kenn e dy pro d aim e d 
"Tch bin ein Berliner 41 in 
Berlin, Obama built his con¬ 
ceit around another quote 
from the assassinated Demo¬ 
crat’s speech — the idea of 
"peace with justice" 

Obama issued a call for 
the equality of economic op¬ 
portunity, gender, sexuality 
and respect for immigrants 
and all religious faiths, in a 
throwback to his own cam¬ 
paign rhetoric in 2DOS and 
2012 . 

And he made his firmest 
vow to date to make good on 
promises to tackle global 
warming, which have 1 argely 
been derailed by resistance in 


the US Congress and by a 
fear of harming the sluggish 
US economy 

"Peace with justice means 
refusing to condemn our chil¬ 
dren to a harsher, less hos¬ 
pitable planet, 41 Obama said, 
to applause from the crowd. 

Obama also vowed to do 
mare to help those living in 
poverty and those, unlike the 
citizens of former East 
Berlin, who are still living 
und er rep res si on, mdudin g in 
the Middle East. 

His speech though lacked 
the pomp of the soaring ad¬ 
dress in Berlin to 200,000 
people he gave as a candidate 
for the White House m 2003 


Court rules relatives can sue 
over British soldier deaths 


LONDON (AFP) - Relatives 
of British sold: er s kill e d while 
fighting in Iraq can sue the 
government for negligence 
and claim damages under 
human rights law, the 
Supreme Court in London 
ruled on Wednesday. 

Lawyers for the family 
members, who can now pro¬ 
ceed to trial, said the ruling 
means the Ministry of De¬ 
fence owes a duty of care to 
p ro p eriy e quip servi cep ers on - 
nel who go to war 

Debi Allbutt, who had 
brought one of the claims over 
tiie death of her 35-year-old 
husband Stephen m March 
2003, said she “jumped up and 


down with joy" when she 
heard the news. 

"WeVe proven they (the 
government) owe a duty of 
care, and they can no longer 
hide bellind the idea of com¬ 
bat immunity — the soldiers 
have a right to life under 
human rights law," she said 

However, Defence Secre¬ 
tary Philip Hammond sad he 
was "very concerned at the 
wider implications d£ tins 
judgment" 

It "could ultimately make it 
more difficult for our fro ops to 
carry out operations and poten¬ 
tially throws open a wide range

US, allies plot next steps on North Korea

Kabul lashes out over prospective 
Taliban-US talks 


JERUSALEM (AFP)-Time 
is running out for the Middle 
East peace process, which 
must move forward or face 
total failure, former British 
prime minister Tony Blair 
sai d on Wednesday. 

"The window of opportu¬ 
nity will be open for only a 
short space of time," he said, 
speaking in Jerusalem at the 
2013 Presidential Confer¬ 
ence, hosted by Israeli Presi¬ 
dent Shimon Peres. 

"Let's hope that aver the 
coming weeks a plan can be 
put in place in win oh p olitics, 
economics and security are 
aligned With (US) Secretary 
(of State) John Kerry's fan¬ 
tastic energy and commit¬ 
ment, we're all working hard 
to accomplish thi s," Bl air told 
delegates. 

Kerry has visited the re¬ 
gion four times since taking 
office in February in a bid to 
push Palestinian and Israeli 
leaders to return to talks, the 
latest round of which brake 
down shortly after they were 
launched in September 2010. 

"But we should under¬ 
stand, the window of oppor¬ 
tunity will be open for only a 
short space of time We must 
go through it together. If not 
the window will close again 
and could even close for¬ 
ever," Blair warned

EU fines drugs firms 150 mn euros 
for delaying cheap generics 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The EU 
executive on Wednesday im¬ 
posed hefty hues of around 
150 million euros on pharma¬ 
ceutical firms including Den¬ 
mark's Lundbeck for colluding 
to delay the sale a decade ago 
o f a cheap generic version of a 
widely sold anti-depressant 

Lundbeck was fined 93.8 
million euros by tire European 
Commission for striking a 
2DO2 agreement with produc¬ 
ers of generic drugs to delay 
die introduction on tire market 
of its popular anti-depress ant, 
citaiopram. 

"It is unacceptable that a 
company pays off its competi¬ 
tors to stay out ofTts market 
and delay She entry of cheaper 
medicines," said Joaquin Al- 
muma, the EU's Competition 
Commissioner 

"Agreements of tins type di¬ 
rectly harm patients and na¬ 
tional health systems, which 
are already under tight budget¬ 
ary constraints. The Commis¬ 
sion will not tolerate such 
anti c omp etiti ve p racti ce s" 


The generics firms involved 
include notably Alp harm a 
(now part of Zoetis), Merck 
KGaA/Genenes UK (Generics 
UK is now part of Mylan). 
Arrow (now part of Actavis),. 
and Ranbaxy They were fined 
52.2 million euros. 

Tire agreement between 
Lundbeck and the generics 
producers “violated EU an¬ 
titrust mles that prohibit anti¬ 
competitive agreements," the 
Commission said in a state¬ 
ment 

Citaiopram, a blo:kbuster 
anti depressant, was Lun d - 
beck's best-selling product at 
the time. 

When the Danish firm's 
patent for the citaiopram mol¬ 
ecule expired, one of the 
generics producers had started 
selling its own version and 
several others were prep armg 
to do so 

But instead of competing 
with Lundbeck, the generics 
companies agreed in 3002 "not 
to enter the market in return 


for substantial payments and 
other inducements from Lund¬ 
beck amounting to tens of mil¬ 
lions of euros," the 
Commission said 

During its investigation mtD 
the case, the EU executive 
found internal documents that 
refer to a "club" being formed 
and to "a pile of $$$ to be 
shared. 

Lun db eck p ai d si gm fi cant 
lump sums, purchased gener¬ 
ics' stock far the sale purpose 
of destroying it under agree¬ 
ments designed to ensure the 
genericsproducers would stay 
out of the market for a set time 
Competition from generics 
is kno wn t.o drive prices down 
significantly, reducing tire 
profits of the producer on the 
branded product and bringing 
large benefits to patients. 

Hie EU said that prices of 
generic citaiopram dropped on 
average by 90 percent in 
Britain compared tD Lund- 
beck's previous price level 
once widespread generic mar¬ 
ket entry took place. 


Obesity now declared "a disease," 


The American Medical Association has adopted a new policy that officially labels obe¬ 
sity as a disease "requiring a range of medical interventions to advance obesity treat- 
ment and prevention," according to an AMA statement. TheU.S. obesity rate increased 
almost 50% between 1897 and 2012, according to the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. Today, nearly 30% of American adults are considered obese, and the prob¬ 
lem is almost as prevalent in kids. Childhood obesity has more than doubled in the 
past 30 years, the CDC says. Obesity for adults is defined as having a body mass 
index, or BML of 30 or higher. BMI is a way to measure body fat based on your weight 
and height. (Calculate your SIVtl here) Being obese increases your risk factor for de¬ 
veloping many serious conditions, including heart disease, type 2 diabetes, high blood 
pressure, stroke, liver disease, sleep apnea and osteoarthritis. In fact, obesity has 
been linked to almost every chronic disease in someway or another. Obesity has long 
been recognized as a disease by other groups, but this move by the AMA sends a 
strong signal to the medical community, said CNN chief medical correspondent Dr. 
Sanjay Gupta. On the other hand, AMA's declaration couEd help increase funding for 
future obesity research. It could also lead to pay ment for doctors who want to simply 
talk to patients about nutrition or exercise - time that's not currently reimbursed by 
insurance plans, identifying obesity as a disease may also help in reducing the stigma 
often associated with being overweight, said Joe NadglowskL president and CEO of 
the Obesity Action Coalition. 


Doctors urge access to 
Guantanamo hunger strikers 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
More tlian 150 doctors from 
the United States and Britain 
have written to President. 
Barack Obama urging him to 
grant independent medical 
care to hunger-striking Guan¬ 
tanamo detainees.

to halt the farce-feeding of de¬ 
tainees. 

Of the lbd inmates held at 
the remote US military camp 
in Cuba, 104 are refusing food 
and 44 were being provided 
nourishment through nasal 
tubes as of Wednesday, said 
prison spokesman Lt Col.

evacuated, describing the 
floods as “most distressing” 

He said the government 
would give 1170 million to Hie 
worst-hit state of Uttarakhand 
for res cue and reli e f o p erati ens, 
adding "all possible resources" 
have been deployed to deal 
with the "ghastly tragedy “ 
Tairenha! rains at least three 
times as heavy as usual have hit 
Uttarakhand, often called the 
"Land of the Gods," where 
Hindu shinies and temples built 
high in the mountains attract 
many pilgrims 
Some 65,000 people are still 
stranded, five days after the 
rams hit on Saturday, Home 
Minister Sushil Kumar Shinde 
told reporters in New Delhi. 

Houses, multi-stoned build¬ 
ings, ears, bridges as well as 
roads have been swept away or 
damaged after rivers burst their 


banks, forcing authorities to de¬ 
ploy military as well as civilian 
helicopters tD evacuate people 
and drop essential food and 
other supplies 

Prime Minister Singh said the 
total official death toll is 103 
"but it is feared that loss of lives 
could be higher" 

Over the border m Nepal, at 
least 33 people were killed in 
recent days in landslides and 
flash floods also triggered by 
men so Dn rams, officials said,, 
prompting the government to 
step up relief efforts 

In northern India, close to 
10,000 soldiers along with 13 
teams from die National Disas¬ 
ter Response Force have been 
deployed for die rescue and re¬ 
lief effort, a statement from the 
prime minister said. 

Soldiers from the Indo-Ti¬ 
betan Border Police have been 
building rope and log bridges 
across swollen livers- to try to 
reach those stranded, saidAjay 
Cliadha, clnef of the paramili¬ 
tary force. 

Local officials said 40 relief 
camps have been set up to 
house evacuated locals and 
tourists. Some IS air force hel¬ 
icopters are ferrying many of' 
those rescued to the camps, 
with a contr ol centre set up in 
the holy town of Badrmath 

Tourists have been travelling 
to Uttarakhand in recent weeks 
to undertake pilgrim ages before 
some sites are shut down for the 
monsoon season which does 
not normally start for another 
two weeks.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government is planning 
additional budget cuts amount¬ 
ing to six billion euros ($3 bn) 
next year in its battle to get its 
deficit back an track. Finance 
Mim ster J ero en Dij s s el h 1 o em 
said an Wednesday. 

"The die is cast, we commit 
ourselves to six billion (euros) 
structurally m extra measures 
to be taken next year," Dij ssel - 
bloem told the Dutch parlia¬ 
ment 

In a letter to the Lower 
House, Dijsselbloem, who also 
chairs the Euro group of fi¬ 
nance ministers, said the 
Dutch cabinet will make an of¬ 
ficial decision on the cuts in 
An gust win ch will then be pre - 
seated in the budget to parlia¬ 
ment in September. 

His announcement comes a 
week after Eli Economics Af¬ 


fairs Commissioner Olh 
Refill's visit to The Hague to 
present recommendations to 
get the Dutch deficit back 
below the EU's 3.0-percent tar¬ 
get ceiling 

Rehn said the European 
Commission believed the 
Netherlands could reach a 
deficit target of 3.3 percent 
next year, but winch w r ould 
imply austerity measures to tire 
tune of six billion euros.

Prosecutors had argued that 
setting up the Luxembourg

They had called m May for 
die pair to be sent down for two 
ye sirs and six months. 

In her closing speech at die 
trial, prosecutor Laura Pedio 
said there was "rock-solid 
proof" that die duo had com¬ 
mitted “sophisticated tax 
fraud". 

She said Gado was" a sort, of 
cloud with the consistency of 
gas," while fellow prosecutor 
Gaetano Ruta said it was " an ar¬ 
tificial construction the aim of 
which was to get a tax advan¬ 


tage" 

Although Dolce and Gab¬ 
bana had originally been ac¬ 
cused a f tax evasion o f around 
one billion euros, the court 
ruled that just 200 million euros 
of that sum was relevant. 

Four other people, including 
Do Ice's brother Alfonso, were 
given suspended jail sentences 
Investigators completed a 
probe into the designers and 
five other people, in 20ID and 
the case was dismissed m April 
2011 but reopened m Novem¬

Fed may begin cutting 
QE later this year: 
Bemanke 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bern alike said Wednesday that 
the Fed could begin to ratchet 
down its key stimulus program 
later this year, signaling a 
growing confidence in the US 
economy 

Hie Fed's policy board kept 
its quantitative-easing pro¬ 
gram, aimed at holding interest, 
rates down, locked m place for 
the meantime, saying that un¬ 
employment remains high and 
growth is still being held back 
by government spending cuts. 

But Bemanke said that if 
growth continues to pick up 
pace, the Fed could begin reel¬ 
ing in the $S5 billion-a-month 
in bond purchases sometime 
later tins year, and bring the 
operation to a close by mid¬ 
year 3014, 

Stressing Eli at" our purchases 
are tied to what happens in die 
economy," Bemanke said that 
most of the members of the 
Federal Open Market Commit¬ 
tee foresaw tapering the key 
stimulus program in die com¬ 
ing months. 

In addition, he said, if the 
FOMC's current forecasts for 
tlie economy are met, "we will 
continue to reduce the pace of 
purchases in measured steps 
through the first half of next 
year, ending purchases around 
mid-year." 

Bemanke's comments con- 
finned market expectadons 
that die Fed sees growth tenta¬ 


tively firm enough to begin 
pulling back the quantitative- 
easing (QE) program, winch 
aims at holding longer-term in¬ 
terest rates dawn 

His words sent bond prices 
and stocks down while die dol¬ 
lar climbed sharply all in an¬ 
ticipation that an era of 
rock-bottom interest rates w r as 
near an end. 

The S&P 50Q closed down 
1.4 percent and die 30-year 
Treasuiy b o nd y l el d j ump ed t o 
3.41 percent from 3.34 per¬ 
cent Hie euro sank Q .3 percent 
against die dollar, to $1 3'3£7 

US bond prices had already 
sunk interest rates and pushed 
higher over the past month m 
expectation that the Fed was 
close to turning the coiner on 
five years of efforts to boast. 
US growth, since the economic 
crisis erupted in 3 DOS. 

The F0MC said in its policy 
statement the economy contin¬ 
ues to grow at a 'moderate" 
pace and that downside risks 
had eased, hut it added that 
tightened fiscal policy "is re¬ 
straining economic growth." 

Hie Fed policy board eased 
its growth forecast for the US 
economy this year slightly Eo 
3.3-3 6 percent, while raising it 
for 2D 14 to 3 0-3 5 percent. 

But, the forecasts show, the 
Fed clearly sees improvement 
ahead in the economy despite 
sharp government spending 


cuts.

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Doctors reap in billions as 
Cuba's top export 



HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba is out 
to boost its top export, an ever¬ 
more critical pillar of its econ¬ 
omy And it's not sugar: 
hired-out Cuban doctors earn 
the Communist government 
over sax kill on dollars a year. 

Medical services exports 
"are now the leading source of 
hard-currency income for the 
nation, and have great potential 
to keep growing," Foreign 
Trade Minister Rodrigo 
Malmierca said at a recent 
event. 

About 40,000 Cubans doc¬ 
tors are working on contracts 
m fib countries in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America 

The next big-ticket client 
could be Brazil — the booming 
South American giant is con¬ 
sidering hiring fi.ODO Cuban 
do ctors to help cover its health 
care staff shortage 

It may be somewhat surpris¬ 
ing that Cuba — once known 
for its exports like sugar, ci¬ 
gars, citrus fruits and rum — 
now has four mam pillars of its 
state-controlled economy. 

Only one - nickel — is a tra¬ 
ditional commodity, bringing 
in $1.1 billion a year as the 
country's fourth most impor¬ 
tant import But in this nation 
of endless white beaches, 
nickel is still less than half as 


significant as tourism, which 
brings in $2 5 billion a year 
into government coffers. 

Impressively in a Caribbean 
country of just II million peo¬ 
ple, remittances — money sent 
by relatives abroad — also end 
up giving $2.5 billion to the 
Cuban government. Why? Be¬ 
cause their family members 
here spend it mostly at stores 
owned by the government. 

Each of those big-ticket, 
hard-currency spinners how¬ 
ever pales in comparison to the 
whopping ifi billion Cuba 
earns each year in exporting 
professional services -- sports 
trainers, teachers and espe¬ 
cially doctors -- on overseas 
contracts. 

At home, doctors earn be¬ 
tween 125 and $41 dollars 
each month, and they are not 
allowed to leave Cuba at will 

If they were to head to the 
nearby US state of Florida, 
where Cubans can work 
legally just after arrival, they 
could earn a physician's salary 
of $ 15 □, D00 per year or more 

Private mechanics, waiters 
at restaurants catering to 
tourists, and even hairdressers 
can earn far more than do 
highly-trained doctors in Cuba, 
making overseas medical mis¬ 
sions appealing Sd tins coun¬ 


try's doctors 

Hie Cuban government acts 
as a middleman m the transac¬ 
tions, hiring out their medical 
staff to foreign countries. 

Hie amounts Havana 
charges far the services of their 
workers are not made public, 
but payment, in hard currency, 
is for significantly more than 
what the doctors are paid per¬ 
sonally Hie go vemm ent k e ep s 
the difference between its con¬ 
tracting price and what it p ays 
the Cuban worker monthly 

It's a big business that is get¬ 
ting bigger: Havana has said it 
wants to increase the number 
of countries paying to import. 
Cuban doctors. In a nation 
proud of its public health tradi¬ 
tion, it also is chanty m some 
cases Cuba gives doctors' 
services to 40 countries that 
cannot afford to pay for them 
for free. 

President Raul Castro's gov¬ 
ernment recently vowed that 
me di cal mi ssi o ns, win ch 
stalled under Ins brother Fidel 
Castro backm 1998, would be 
maintained and even ex¬ 
panded. 

At the moment, 26 nations 
are paying the Cuban govern¬ 
ment to send them doctors, at a 
salary level determined by the 
Cuban government 

They said money earned 
from the medical contracting 
arrangement with Venezuela, 
for example, helps pay far ex¬ 
penses we incur in other coun¬ 
tries* and is also used "to 
improve workers 1 health care 
and working con diti ons," 

Hie politically based eco¬ 
nomic arrangement with 
Ven ezu el a harkens b ack to the 
Cold War, when Cuba ex¬ 
ported its sugar to the East bloc 
for cut-rate Soviet oil.

For Brazil it was a much 
cheerier occasion than the last 
time they played in Fortaleza 
m 2002 as their celebrations at 
winning the World Cup in 
South Korea and Jap an fell flat 
as Mexico beat them 1-0 

Neymar confirmed Brazil's 
early dominance with a stun¬ 
ning left-footed, valley in the

MIAMI (AFP) - LeErou 
Janies and the Miami Heat tied 
die NBA finals with a miracu¬ 
lous comeback Tuesday and 
now they face an even bigger 
hurdle — a winner-take-ail 
game seven 

Ray Allen hit a three pointer 
in the final seconds of regula¬ 
tion and James shook off a 
slow first half to finish with a 
triple double as the Miami 
Heat forced a seventh game by 
b e ating the S an Ant om o Sp urs 
103-100 on Tuesday. 

Four time NBA most valu¬ 
able player James called 
Thursday's contest the 
“biggest game of my life" and 
said it is just as crucial that he 
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be mentally as well as physi¬ 
cally up for the challenge. 

"1 won't be too serious," 
James said during Wednes¬ 
day's practice. "I wont go into 
a bunker but 1 will b e mentally 
sharp, mentally driven and 
mentally focussed tomorrow 
night." 

To achieve that, James said 
the next 24 hours would be 
spent relaxing at home and 
watching television with his 
family and friends. Some of 
his teammates from Ins St. 
Vincent-St. Maty High School 
team in Ohio flew in for the 
series. 

James, who will marry his 
high school sweetheart and 
mother of his two kids m Sep¬ 
tember, said he prepares for 
games in two ways. 

When he wants to get seri¬ 
ous he visualises how he is 
going tD make plays on the 
court, and when he wants to 
stay loose he sits down and 
watches TV with Ins lads, ages 
eight and six. 

"They're going £d make me 
watch Sponge Bob or some¬ 
thing at 9:00," James said. 

"Ydu don't want to think 
about the game too much," he 
added. "It's probably going to 
be one of tire biggest games, if 
not the biggest game, of my 
life. 

James said hs didn't sleep 
much after Tuesday's overtime 
contest. 


Miami is seeking to become 
the eighth team to rally from a 
2-2 deficit in the finals Since 
1935 -- when the league 
switched ed a 2-2-2 series for¬ 
mat -- no road team has ever 
won a game seven in the fi¬ 
nals. 

James, who was born to a 
Id-year-old single mother, is 
well versed in NB A history so 
he knows the significance of 
the stage he is on. 

"I am blessed, man," he said 
"I don't even know how I got 
here. I wasn't supposed to be 
in the NBA, if you go by sta¬ 
tistics and things of me grow¬ 
ing up where I grew up 

"Every tune 1 go into my 
locker room and see the 
"James" on the back of an 
NBA jersey. I'm like wow, no 
criticism can deter me from 
playing tins game because of 
that" 

James said limiting his mis¬ 
takes will be crucial down the 
stretch in game seven as he 
relishes his latest shot at game- 
seven heaven 

"I didn't sleep last night ei¬ 
ther just thinking about all the 
plays, especially for me per¬ 
sonally, my turnovers I had 
late in die gams," he said. 

"I've done that in a few 
games in die post-season and 
I'm not too proud about it. 

"I know what I can't do m 
game seven if we want to win 
another championship "

"I don't know what hap¬ 
pened m tire overtime and 
fourth," San Aitonio's Tim 
Duncan said immediately fol¬ 
lowing the game. "Just our 
shots weren't there It is a dis¬ 
appointing loss."

stormed back from a 13-point, 
deficit m fi'ont of a crowd of 
19,900 at American Airlines 
arena late Tuesday

seven series at 3-3 after being 
down by five points with 2S 
seconds remaining in regula¬ 
tion.
